MORE MONEY WANTED

To Insure a Steady Market and Keep
Business on the Jump.

THE VIEWS OF A LOCAL FINAXCIER.

Trend of Speculation Continmes to Favor
Seekers of Cheap Stufl.

THE NEWS AND GOSSIP OF THE CITY

An officer of one of the leading banks of
the city, speaking of the financial strin.
gency yesterday, said: “I have sbandoned
the opinion held by me for many years, that
monetary erises result eotirely, or even
targely, from speculation. The fact is, the
eountry 1s being developed so rapidly, and
so much money is being put into permanent
improvements that we need a large addition
to the wvolume of the elrculating medinm.
While we are the richest people in the world
in substantial possessions, our floating capi-
tal is very small. There is not enough to
carry on the necessary business of the coun-
try and provide against emergencies. This
gives a certain class of financiers a chance
to manipulate the funds and precipitate a
crisis whenever they think it to their interest.
Ro long a8 manipulation is possible, so long will
there be flurries, and pinches and panies.

“As [ have intimated, the true remeds for
the financial disorders of the country, in my
opinion, Is a large addition to the volume of
money in cireniation, [ think it should bhe
doubled. Some may say this wounld lead to
Inflation of values and extravagance, and re-
salt ina grand bup. Not ily. 1
think., Bensible people are always governed by
reason and act prudently, whether their pockets
are full of mouey or not. By doubling the oir-
cu'ation an imwense impetus would be given to
the waterin]l progress of the country. Mano-
factures would expand so ns Lo make us
altogether independent of foreign nations,
tariff or no tariff, railroads would be extended
50 a8 to enable the farmers to more easily mar-
ket their produce, eountry highways would be
improved, and private enterprise reach out and
possess the land. It is true these gréat and
necessary works are going forward all the time,
but wery slowly and with frequent interrup-
tions. owing to the scarcity of money. This
should not be. The supply of the sinews of
busivess should be so abundant as to render
interruptions to necessary improvements abso-
lutely impossible. The glameor of Wall street
wounld be less dazzling and its power curtailed,
for the abundance of money would open up
new avenues of investment no less profitable
than epeculation iun stocks aud bonds and far
more certain in results,

I do not mean to say thatany addition 1o
thg funds, however large, wonld wipe out spec-
ulation, nor do I contend that such a resalt is
desirable. Butl do insist that by doubling the
girculation the country would be rendered se-
cure against the evils of manipulation, because
there would be no profit in pursuing such & pol-
1ey. 1t would be impossible for any clique or
combination of cligues to lock up a sufficient
amount of money to produce a panic. By
doubling the circulation the working classes,
the mainstay of the country, would be
especially benefited. Thousands of new enter-
prises wounld spring up, augmenting the de-
mand for labor, which is now in excess of re.
quirements owlng to financial mability to pros-
ecute needed improvements. While 1 am not
an Inflattomst, a carefal survey of the situation
forces upon me the conclusion that the eountry
15 badly in need of a large accession to the cir-
culating medium. Recent enlargement is not
sufficient. We want emongh to insure a stuble
money market and put it out of the power of
any combination of men to check the wheels

of progress.™
